THE GRAND JURY 


BENCH wannaires MAY 
BE ISSUED BY JUDGE 
WARMER 


Ontario City Council Supports 
Grand Jury of County in 
Demand for Investigation 
Into Parole of Alford 


Although grand jurors were sil- 


ent yesterday, it is probable that 
Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer will be requested during 
the week to issue bench warrants 
compelling George A. Van. Smith, 
president of the State Board of 
Prison Directors, and his four as- 
sociates, to appear before the in- 
quisitors in the Fred E. Alford 
parole probe. 

The grand jurors are angry over 
the rebuke by the parole board in 
flatly ignoring the subpoenas call- 
ing the directors to appear before 
the jury at yesterday's session, it 
is known, despite the apparent air 
of pacifism that emanated from 
the jury room yesterday. 

Bench Warrants May Be Asked 

In all probability before the 
week is over Mr. Loring or some 
other grand juror will request the 
issuance of bench warrants charg- 
ing the parole board members 
with contempt of court in ignor- 
ing the subpoenas, issued over 
the signature of Superior Judge 
Warmer last week. From _ var- 
ious sources and by indications, 
this action appears certain. 

“I have nothing to say for pub- 
lication,” declared Foreman Lor- 








jing, when the jury adjourned its 


session. Yet, it is known that 
preliminary action toward asking 
the issuance of the bench war- 
rants precipitating the technical 
arrest of the state officials was 
actually effected or under consid- 
eration. , 





Strong resolutions asking for 
an investigation of the action of 
parole officers in granting parole 
to Fred E. Alford, defaulting form- 
er city service manager, and com- 
mending the action of the San 
Bernardino County grand jury in 
vigorously urging such an inves- 
tigation. were unanimously adopt- 
ed by the Ontario city council in 
session last night. 

Adoption of the resolutions fol- 
‘owed the reading before the coun- 
cil of a letter from Governor 
Friend W. Richardson to City At- 
torney E. H. Jolliffe, in which the 
executive declared that his hands 
were tied in regard to the action 
of the prison board, in which he 
expressed full confidence. In his 
letter the Governor also declared 
that a San Bernardino Sun re- 
porter had gone north to inves- 
tigate the Alford case prejudiced 
against the prison board, but had 
returned convinced that it was 
all right. 

Mayor Willard D. Ball stated 
hefore the council that statements 
credited to George A. Van Smith, 
president of the State Board of 
Prison Directors, to the effect that. 
Alford was sentenced to serve 
concurrent and not consecutive 
sentences, were wholly erroneous 
since he was in the courtroom 
when the former city official” was 
sentenced and heard very distinct- 
ly that the terms were to be serv- 
ed consecutively. The Mayor stat- 
ed further that under the laws 
of California, the prison board 
was without power to parole A\l- 
ford, sentenced to serve consecu- 
tive sentences, until the expira- 
tion of two years following his in- 
earceration: Other members of 
the council who were present 
when Alford was sentenced sub- 
stantiated Mayor Ball's declara- 
tion regarding the consecutive sen- 
tences and all expressed the opin- 
jon that if Alford has been pa- 
roled through a misunderstanding 
of his sentence on the part of the 
prison board, that parole shouli 
at once be cancelled. 

Members of the council and 
City Attorney Jolliffe gave it as 
their opinion that if Alford had 
access to them it was quite poss- 
ible that the prison records re- 
garding hig committment had been 
altered and it was also held not 
unlikely that he was directly re- 
‘snonsible for the failure of the 
district attorney’s and sheriff's of- 
fces in San Bernardino to receive

Her splen- 
dia harbor and river have filled 
up with It and the world’s 
ships no longer hasten there, 
but this too is rather a cause of 
beauty than a detriment. Grace- 
ful swans float lazily on the 
shallow waters and flowers star 
the marshes.

The Indian of today lives indoors. | 
He is no longer the nomad of wr 
and plain. His home is up-to-date, | 
his environment civilized and his! 
outlook on life much the same as 
that of his white neighbor. The 
Red Man may have lost something 
>f romance, but he has gained| 
much of civilization to take its| 
place. 

With the wigwam the Indian has 
also discarded the tipi, wickiup, 
hogan and iglu, as some of his 
structures were known. He now 
speaks of his “residence.” In some 
cases he talks of his town house 
and his place in the country, for 
the United States has newly-rich 
Indians whose fortunes rank with 
the best. 

There are Indian homes in Okla- 
homa which suggest the magnifi- 
cence of Fifth Avenue or of the 
Gold Coast of Chicago. In these 
costly piles we find the full-blooded 
descendants of the tribes which met 
the white pioneers with varying 
degrees of welcome. Today's gen- 
erations of the two races live side 
by side. In many cases the home 
of the Red Man {se far ahead of 
that of the white.

| The All-Important Guilds 

| There is no trades-union of today 
| nai so important in its power as 
‘were the guilds of Bruges. There 
| were fifty-two of them and each 
j}was ruled by its own self-elected 


| officers and by nine superior offi- | 


cers or deans who held sway over 
ithem all These men could be 
lchanged by vote of the members 
of the guilds. The whole city was 
under their hands and woe betide 
{those who crossed their wishes. 
No foreigner was permitted to en- 
iter any guild and no one in the 
guilds was allowed to-gamble or 
| lead a licentious life or use profane 
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times be up to the required stand- 
ard. All wages and payments and 
conditions of living were controlied 


;absolutely by the guilds. A man 


could not even be buried outside of 
ihe graveyard of bis own guild, 

So great was the reputation of the 
manufacturers of Bruges that buy- 
ers for everything flocked to the 


coffers. The citizens spent lavishly 
and a visiting queen of France 
said every woman in Bruges was a 
queen and dressed more eleganily 
than she herself. Private homes 
housed valuable collections of 
paintings. Books turned out from 
the marvelous press of Caxton, who 
lived in Bruges, were eagerly 
|botght. Scholars were feted and

far removed from the primitive 
dwelling places of the past. The In- 
dian home of today is a study in 
development and_ evolution, lt 


may well be regarded as an ex-| 
pression of the progress of the race. | 


The early Red Men i'ved 
various types of houses, among 
which the wigwam was a cvunspicu- 
ous example. Many tribes lived in 
community dwellings, accommo- 
dating many families. A typical 
structure of this character was that 
of the Iroquois tribes. With a 
length of from 50 to 100 feet a 
house of this type was perhaps 
eighteen feet in width, built on a 
frame made of poles, and with 
walls and rocf of elm bark. The 
interior was divided into compart- 
ments, and a hole waa left in the 
roof, for the escape of smoke, 

Other tribes had their distinctive 
architecture. The houses of the 
Mohicans were similar in design to 
those of the Iroquois, but each 
atructure had an opening from end 
to en4 along the top of the roof. 
The Mandans built circular houses, 
supported by posts end cross- 
beams and with central fireplaces. 
In New Mexico and Arizona the 
tribes bullt the massive clusters of 
stone or adobe known as pueblos. 
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That these Indians were ambitious 
is shown by discoveries indicating 
that their structures were in ter- 
race form, with many tiers of liv- 
ing apartments, rising to as much 
as seven stories fron: the ground. 
Some of the adobe walls were 
seven feet in thickness. 

In these community houses the 
outer walls of the lowest story 
were almost solid. The openings 
were very small, for purposes of 
defense. Access to the interior 
was gained by means of ladders. 
quickly drawn inside in the event 
of unfriendly visitation. Ethnolo- 
gists and archeologists believe 
that the elaborate structures un- 
earthed in Mexico may have been 
developed from the _ hive-like 
pueblos. 


In all these dwellings chimneys 
were unknown. The introduction 
of the flue in North American con- 
struction seems to have come with 
the advent of Europeans. 

Lived Above Ground 

Along the northwestern shores 
of the Pacific The Haida Indians 
seem to have been given to living 
at some distance above ground. 
Their houses, as reported by early 
navigators, were on platforms, sup- 
ported on posts. The ¢limb of 25 
or 30 feet from the gurface was 
achieved by means of notched logs, 
serving as ladders. 

Far more primitive were the 
houses of the Plutes and the Co- 
copas. These homes consisted 
merely of brush sheltera for sum-~- 
'mer, with little or no attempt at 
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anything but the barest protection 
from rain. The winter houses of 
these tribes had a framework of 
poles, bent together at the top, and 
covered with brush, bark and 
earth, The Apaches built along 
the same general lines, but in more 
elaborate fashion. Among tne 
Sioux and some of the other tribes 
of the plain country, the dwellings 
were usually portable tents or tipis 
made of skins. The Omahas made 
some effort at permanence, using 
carefully selected posts as the 
chief structural feature of their 
homes. 


Homes Of Today 

Now for the contrast. With the 
spread of civilization the Indian 
has gained new ideas in comfort 
mand health.

Cause Of Her Downfall 
One chief cause was the fact that 
\ by intermarriages and _ treaties

| America, a new way to the East, 
and the turning of men's minds 
from trade to adventure and travel. 
The high Belfry of Bruges was 
'a watch tower from whose summit 
; men announced the approach of 
enemies or the presence of fires. 
It dates from the tenth century 
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line law khown as the ‘General 
Allotment Act,” there has been 
marked headway in solving the 
problems of housing accommoda- 
tions for the Indians of the United 
States. This law haa been in effect 
for less than forty years, The 
effects on the living habits of the 
various tribes have afforded a les- 
son in rapid civilization. 

Under the terms of the. allot- 
ment act the Red Man has been 
given encouragement toward the 
establishing of a perruanent home, 
This law caused the tribal lands of 
most of the Indians to be allotted, 
or set apart, to individual members 
of the tribes, The purpose of the 
legislation was to stimulate the 
Indians to establish fixed homes, 
become self-supporting, and adopt 
the white man’s ways of living. The 
resuft. has. been astonishing.

of 49 bells. There was once & 
statue of St. Michael on the top 
and afterwards the Lion of Flan- 
ders.

Bathtub Upsets Traditions 

In his adoption of this modern 
instrument of civilization the Red 
Man has shown quick adaptability 
and ready response to the enlight- 
enment, with which he has been 
favored. The bathtub has upset 
the traditions of many generations, 
Its frequent use. by the Indian 
householder and his family indl- 
eate the rapidity with which civil- 
{sation is getting in its work on 
the present-day descendants of the 
first Americans.
